N Paul Valery’s “Variety,” second series, 
are many stimulating and thought stirring 
essays. 
In the one on Spiritual Polity he 
says: 
“We have lost the leisure for m atur­ 
ing and, if we look within ourselves, we 
artists no longer find that other virtue of the 
ancient creators of beauty—the determina­ 
tion to endure.” 
This writer—and he is a Frenchman— 
thinks the reason for the fact that so many 
people look upon futility as one of the most 
outstanding features of today, is that we 
have too much to detract us from the living, 
eternal values embodied in the spiritual. 
Genius has worked overtime to give to man 
comfort and entertainment — and he has 
grown soft, with too many anxieties and too 
many fears. 
A King, or Dictator, a President, or Pre­ 
mier is able to deliver his actual voice to his 
hearers, at the very moment of delivery, no 
m atter in what part of the world they may 
be. 
The stride between the Covered Wagon 
and the Stratoliner has been too rapid a one 
for consumption. 
The Leisure of Maturing 
has been too brief. 
Hardship and Sacrifice are the two great­ 
est subjects to be learned and experienced in 
the great College of Life. 
Without them no 
education is complete. 
I recall a boyhood hymn that we often 
sung in my father’s church. 
It was called 
“Take Time To Be Holy.” 
Too much time 
has been consumed in the making of mere 
money, in the search for anemic pleasure, 
and in the worship of false gods. Character 
cannot mature over night. 
A re-casting of the world mind is going 
on. 
What the future is to be no man can 
safely or accurately predict. 
It will be a 
greatly changed world, and it is our hope 
and prayer that it may be a better one than 
the one in which war has been prescribed 
as a remedy for its ills, and its recovery. 
Who ever heard of a patient being cured 
with poison? 
All time is brief—from the second to the 
century. To all of us, and to alk who follow 
us, however, leisure for maturing will be 
adored. 
May it be one of spiritual triumph 
—of spiritual 
preparation! 
Through 
it, 
alone, can we endure. 
Tomorrow Mr. Adams will talk on the sub­ 
ject : 
“What Happens to Others.”
